Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  herewith  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
1941  on  the  health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Borough, 
which  Report  is  compiled  in  accordance  with  the  requirements 
of  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

Despite  the  continuance  of  war,  it  is  pleasing  to  report  no 
deterioration  of  the  health  or  general  nutrition  of  the  population 
as  further  evidenced  by  the  absence  of  epidemics.  Local  birth 
rate  still  continues  to  be  much  higher  than  that  of  the  Country 
generally,  and  whilst  the  death  rate  recorded  is  somewhat  higher 
than  in  the  preceding  year,  the  apparent  increase  is  almost  entirely 
attributable  to  air  raid  casualties  within  and  outside  the  Borough 
of  Wallsend  residents.  The  only  disturbing  feature  is  the  greatly 
increased  infantile  mortality  rate  recorded,  commented  on  in 
the  body  of  the  Report. 

Disturbed  and  depleted,  owing  to  war  conditions,  the  staff, 
besides  assisting  in  the  Civil  Defence  Services  in  its  many 
activities,  nevertheless  carried  out  the  regulation  duties  as 
heretofore,  as  well  as  many  entailed  extraneous  ones. 

I  have  pleasure  in  recording  my  thanks  to  the  Committee 
£or  their  invariable  consideration,  and  to  the  staff  for  their  loyal 
support.

Social  Conditions. — The  Area  is  almost  entirely  industrial, 
the  chief  industries  being  shipbuilding  and  repairing,  marine  and 
general  engineering,  rope  making,  coal  mining  and  coal  export. 

Situated  between  the  City  and  County  of  Newcastle-upon- 
Tyne  on  the  west  and  the  County  Borough  of  Tynemouth  on  the 
east,  the  Municipal  Borough  of  Wallsend  has  an  acreage  of  3,543*933 
acres  and  a  river  frontage  on  the  North  bank  of  the  River  Tyne 
of  2*1  miles. 

The  larger  firms  operate  welfare  schemes,  and  provide 
canteen  and  recreation  facilities  for  their  employees,  which  same 
facilities  as  well  as  pit  head  baths  are  also  afforded  by  the  local 
Colliery  Welfare  Scheme. 

Before  the  advent  of  war  industrial  labour  was  almost 
entirely  confined  to  males,  with  the  exception  of  a  local  rope 
making  industry,  employing  a  large  proportion  of  female  labour, 
since,  however,  a  gradual  absorption  of  female  labour  into 
industry  has  developed.

— The  population  of  the  Borough  at  the  1931 
census  was  44,587.

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BIRTHS. 

Births. — During  1941  there  were  847  live  births  and  a  birth 
rate  of  19.2  per  1,000  population  compared  with  863  births  and 
a  rate  of  19.8  for  the  preceding  year.  Of  the  total  births  422  were 
males  and  425  females.  These  figures  regarding  births  are  the 
Registrar  General’s  corrected  number  for  “  Inward  "  and  ‘‘  Out¬ 
ward  ”  transfer  births. 

There  were  35  illegitimate  births  (14  male  and  21  female),  or 
4.13  per  cent,  of  the  total  live  births.

(a)  Laboratory  Facilities. 

(1)  Bacteriological  examination  of  milk  and  foodstuffs, 
etc.,  also  bacteriological  specimens  from  practitioners,  the  In¬ 
fectious  Diseases  Hospital  and  the  Public  Health  Departmeni: 
are  examined  and  reported  on  by  the  Laboratory  of  the  Northum¬ 
berland  County  Council  at  Newburn-on-Tyne. 

(2)  Foodstuffs  and  water  are  sent  for  chemical  examination 
to  J.  &  H.  S.  Pattinson,  Newcastle-on-Tyne. 

(b)  Ambulance  Facilities. 

(1)  For  the  removal  of  infectious  cases  a  motor  ambulance 
is  provided  and  kept  at  the  Wallsend  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital 
of  the  Earsdon  Joint  Hospital  Board. 

(2)  For  non-inf ectious  and  accident  cases  the  Corporation 
maintain  two  motor  ambulances  at  the  Fire  Station,  Wallsend, 
under  the  direction  of  the  Brigade  Superintendent  and  his  Staff, 

A  further  ambulance  provided  by  the  St.  John  Ambulance 
Association  is  maintained  in  the  eastern  part  of  the  Borough  at 
Willington  Quay. 

Several  works  in  the  area  have  their  own  motor  ambulance. 

(c)  Nursing  in  the  Home. 

(1)  General. 

There  are  two  voluntary  nursing  associations  in  the 
Borough,  the  Wallsend  and  the  Willington  Quay  Nursing 
Associations  respectively,  each  of  which  maintains  a  staff  of 
visiting  nurses. 

(2)  For  Infectious  Cases. 

The  Health  Visitors  of  the  local  Authority  where  necessary 
visit  and  advise  in  the  nursing  and  treatment  of  Infantile  Diarrhoea, 
Ophthalmia  Neonatorum,  Measles,  and  Whooping  Cough. 

(3)  Tuberculosis. 

The  authority  for  Tuberculosis  in  the  area  is  the  Northum¬ 
berland  County  Council  whose  medical  and  nursing  tuberculosis 
staff  keep  in  touch  with  notified  cases  at  the  Tuberculosis  Clinic 
or  at  their  homes,  also  all  notified  cases  are  visited  by  the  Local

Infantile  Mortality. — There  were  77  deaths  among  infants 
under  one  year  showing  an  infantile  mortality  rate  of  90.9  per 
1,000  births  compared  with  52.1  in  1940. 

Of  the  77  deaths,  41  occurred  among  males  and  36  among 
females,  an  infant  mortality  rate  of  97.1  and  84.7  per  1,000 
male  and  female  births  respectively. 

There  were  3  deaths  of  illegitimate  children. 

Neo-natal  deaths  or  deaths  occurring  in  the  first  month  of 
life  numbered  32,  or  a  neo-natal  infant  death  rate  of  37.7  per  1,000 
births.  Further,  of  the  32  infants  who  died  in  the  first  month  of 
life,  13  died  in  the  first  week.

Whereas  for  several  years  there  has  locally  generally  been  a 
decline  in  the  infantile  mortality  rate  this  year  substantial  increase 
to  90.9  from  last  year’s  lowest  record  of  52.1  is  a  matter  of  concern. 

Deaths  of  infants  in  their  first  year  of  existence  are  always 
an  index  of  ante  or  post  natal  causes,  viz.,  the  virility  and  well 
l:)eing  of  mothers  themselves  or  of  external  conditions. 
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Since  the  advent  of  war  has  superimposed  anxieties,  con¬ 
ditions  of  rationing  etc.  additional  to  the  usual  ante  natal 
conditions  and  to  a  lesser  extent  also  to  the  post  natal  condition 
of  infant  children,  the  causes  of  increased  infant  mortality  should 
be  examined  in  the  light  of  ante  and  post  natal  conditions. 

That  45%  of  the  local  infant  deaths  were  attributable  to 
prematurity  and  debility,  and  42%  of  all  the  deaths  were  in  the 
first  month  of  life,  are  factors  suggestive  of  ante-natal  causes  of 
debilitated  mothers,  and  newly  born  infants,  rather  than  post 
natal  causes,  demanding  therefore  increased  vigilance  and  welfare 
of  mothers  already  provided  for  to  some  extent  by  progressive 
provisions  of  priority  food  stuffs,  vitamins  etc.

Midwifery  and  Maternity  Service. 

The  Northumberland  County  Council 

provide  a 

salaried 

domiciliary  midwifery  service  for  the  area,  in  addition  to  which 
the  local  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Authority  provide  a  free 
ante  and  post  natal  medical  supervision  for  all  expectant  mothers 
in  the  Borough  by  a  panel  of  local  general  medical  practitioners, 
who  are  paid  a  capitation  fee  in  respect  of  each  case,  and  a  free 
choice  of  doctor  is  exercised. 

The  Supervising  Authority,  i.e.  The  Northumberland  County 
Council  afford  assistance  to  midwives  when  medical  help  is 
required,  in  addition  to  which  the  Local  Welfare  Authority  affords 
specialist  consultation  or  assistance  for  any  ante,  intra  or  post 
natal  condition.  Further  in  addition  to  the  Wallsend  Maternity 
Hospital,  the  County  Council  provides  a  Maternity  Hospital  at 
Dilston  Hall,  and  the  County  Nursing  Association  have  a 
Maternity  Hospital  at  Stagshaw,  to  all  of  which,  maternity  cases 
from  the  Borough  are  admitted. 

The  local  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Authority  pay  to  the 
above  respective  hospital  authorities  for  all  necessitous  cases 
admitted  from  the  Borough  of  Wallsend,  whilst  the  yearly 
contribution  to  the  Princess  Mary  Maternity  Hospital,  Newcastle, 
to  cover  the  cost  of  necessitous  maternity  cases  admitted  from 
Wallsend  was  on  the  1st  October  increased  from  £40  to  £80  per 
annum. 

During  the  year  £6  3  Od  was  paid  in  respect  of  necessitous 
maternity  cases  admitted  to  hospital,  whilst  also  £26  11  9d  was 
paid  to  the  Newcastle  General  Hospital  in  respect  of  two  urgent 
cases,  a  mother  and  a  child  respectively.  In  addition  to  the 
foregoing  £7  4  Od  was  paid  to  a  local  hospital  in  respect  of  surgical 
treatment  of  four  children  suffering  from  enlarged  tonsils  and 
adenoids.

PUBLIC  BATHS 

The  Corporation  provide  a  public  swimming  bath  available 
for  the  public  from  April  to  October,  during  which  time  it  is 
largely  attended  by  swimmers  of  both  sexes  with  special  sessions 
for  male,  female,  and  mixed  bathers.  The  water  is  heated  and 
maintained  at  a  temperature  of  74-76  dgs.  Fah.,  and  a  continuous 
aeration  filtration  and  chlorination  is  maintained,  so  that  there 
is  a  complete  change  over  of  the  water  every  eight  hours.  The 
bath  water  is  tested  thrice  daily  and  chlorine  regulated  to  maintain 
the  standard  of  sterilization. 


Royles  special  chlorine  apparatus  is  installed  and  chlorine 
is  maintained  at  a  standard  of  0.2  to  0.5  parts  per  mission  of  the 
water  which  is  the  sterilization  standard  recommended  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health. 
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SCHOOLS 

No  infectious  disease  became  epidemic  during  the  year,  hence 
it  was  not  necessary  to  adopt  closure  of  any  school  or  department 
to  prevent  spread  of  infection. 

Contacts  from  infected  homes  are  excluded  from  school  for 
the  incubation  period  and  not  re-admitted  till  medically  examined 
and  certified  fit  for  school. 

During  school  holidays  the  Elementary  Schools  are  disinfected 
as  well,  as  particular  schools,  class  rooms,  or  departments  when 
infectious  diseases  occur  amongst  the  scholars. 

DISINFECTION. 

In  every  case  of  infectious  disease  disinfection  of  the  premises 
is  carried  out.  Infected  clothing,  bedding,  etc.,  is  removed  in  a 
motor  van  for  disinfection  to  the  Disinfecting  Station,  Town  Hall, 
Wallsend,  where  a  Velox  Steam  Disinfector  is  installed.

DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION. 

Assisted  by  the  local  General  Medical  Practioners  in  the 
initial  stage,  free  immunisation  of  infant  and  school  children,  up 
to  the  age  of  15  years,  was  commenced  during  the  year,  but  the 
service,  although  advertised  and  brought  to  the  notice  of  all 
parents,  was  generally  only  responded  to  apathetically,  partic- 
ulary  in  the  case  of  the  infant  children,  though  a  better  response 
was  achieved  with ‘the  school  children  generally,  due  to  the 
persuasive  efforts  of  the  school  staffs.  Towards  the  end  of  the 
year  there  was  a  stimulated  parental  interest  evoked  with  a 
prospect  of  a  generally  increased  percentage  of  children  being 
immunised  in  the  following  year.

Scabies  continued  throughout  the  year  and  though  some 
adults  and  infant  children  were  found  or  reported  affected,  the 
disease  was  most  prevalent  amongst  children  attending  Public 
Elementary  Schools.  Affected  school  children  were  excluded 
from  school  attendance  and  not  allowed  to  re-attend  until 
certified  cured  of  the  infection. 


Improvised  facilities  for  the  treatment  of  adults  and  children 
by  male  or  female  attendants  respectively  was  affected  at  the 
Public  Baths  without  risk  to  other  public  users  and  in  addition 
to  adults  and  infants,  283  school  children  were  effectively  treated 
with  a  recorded  lessened  incidence  of  the  disease  at  the  end  of 
the  year.
